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INTRODUCTION 


This supplement to the 1980 Standard Industrial Classification issued by Statistics Canada, 
updates and corrects the 1980 SIC manual, Catalogue No. 12-501E. 


This supplement contains amendments to the industry classification and an errata. Changes which 
have been made to the industry classification, titles, definitions and index items are listed along 
with the resulting changes to the alphabetical index. The errata lists the major corrections required 
to the published 1980 SIC-E manual. 


Most of the newly identified industries are taken from a list that were formerly sub-—industries 
called Kind of Business (KOB). As these sub-industries have been discontinued, classes from this list 
that are deemed to be viable industries according to the statistical criteria of the SIC, have been 
retained as new industries. These now constitute the new 4-—digit industries 5221 and 5222 in the 
wholesaling of beverages and all of the new industries under retail trade. 


Because of the growth in computer sales, a class has been set up for Computer and Related 
Machinery, Equipment and Packaged Software, Wholesale. This industry, while assigned to Division | 
Wholesale Trade Industries, also includes all establishments which retail these commodities because 
some of these establishments serve both wholesale and retail customers. This approach follows the 
precedent established in the cases of building materials and petroleum products. Also included among 
the amendments is industry 0412, Contract Logging, which was established some years ago. 


The corrections shown in the errata are the same as those shown on the errata sheet supplied 
with the manual. They are reproduced here for the convenience of users.

DIVISION C - LOGGING AND FORESTRY INDUSTRIES 


041 LOGGING INDUSTRY 


Establishments primarily engaged in producing round wood whether on an Own-account or On a 
contract basis. 


0411 Logging Indusiry (Except Contract Logging) 


Establishments primarily engaged in producing round wood on an own-account basis. The activities 
involve the felling and skiding of trees and may also include the driving, booming, sorting and rafting 
and towing of logs. Barking mills are also included. Establishments primarily engaged in logging on 
a contract basis are classified in 0412 — Contract Logging Industry. Establishments primarily engaged 
in transporting wood with motor vehicles, including specialized logging trucks, are classified in 
4565 - Forest Products Trucking Industry and those primarily engaged in towing logs are classified in 
4543 - Marine Towing Industry.

Establishments primarily engaged in the repair of such equipment are included here; those 
primarily engaged in wholesaling desk caiculators and cash registers are classified in 5791 — Office 
and Store Machinery, Equipment and Supplies, Wholesale; those primarily engaged in wholesaling 
household electronic appliances are classified in 5412 — Electronic Household Appliances, Wholesale; 
and those engaged in wholesaling computer and related equipment are classified in 5744 — Computer 
and Related Machinery, Equipment and Packaged Software, Wholesale.

Establishments primarily engaged 
in dealing in sales of computer hardware and software are classified in this industry regardless of 
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whether their sales are considered to be wholesale or retail. Establishments primarily engaged in the 
repair or programming of such equipment are classified in 7722 — Computer Equipment Maintenance 
and Repair and 7721 —- Computer Services, respectively.

DIVISION J - RETAIL TRADE INDUSTRIES 


6011 Supermarkets 


Establishments primarily engaged in retailing a balanced line of goods such as: canned, bottled, 
packaged and frozen foods; fresh meat and poultry; fish; fresh fruits and vegetables; prepared food 
products; bakery products; dairy products; candy and confectionery; and other food lines. In addition, 
newspapers, magazines, paper products , soft drinks, tobacco products, health and beauty aids, 
housewares, flowers, plants and other non-food articles may be sold.

Establishments primarily engaged in retailing a limited line of goods such as: canned, bottled, 
packaged and frozen foods; bakery products; dairy products; and candy and confectionery. Other food 
lines may include fresh meat and poultry, and fresh fruit and vegetables. In addition, newspapers, 
magazines, tobacco products, soft drinks, paper products, health and beauty aids and other non-food 
articles may be sold. Beer and wine may be sold in these food stores in some provinces. When beer 
and wine sales predominate over grocery sales, the establishment is classified here rather than in 
6022 - Wine Stores or 6023 - Beer Stores.

6013 Bakery Products Stores 


Establishments primarily engaged in retail dealing in over-the-counter sales of bakery products such 
as bread, cakes, pies, cookies, etc. Included in this industry are those retail bakeries which sell 
mainly purchased goods and shops which bake their products on the premises and sell them over—the- 
counter to final consumers. Large bakeries which sell to retail establishments and which may have 
their own home delivery operation are classified in 1072 — Bread and Other Bakery Products Industry. 
Establishments primarily engaged in selling doughnuts, pizzas and the like, normally for off—premises 
consumption, are classified in 9213 - Take-Out Food Services
